NOT OUT OF THE WOODS. 

TOO EARLY FOR EDEN TO CROW—IKE MORRI- 
SON SPLITS OFF—BLAINE AND LOGAN EN- 
THUSIASM. 

LircurrecpD, l., June 26.—|Special.}—The 
conciusion that the result of the primaries in 
Shelby County last Saturday has decided the 
Democratic Congresstonal contest in this dis- 
trict in favor of John R. Eden is not accepted 
by the friends of Judge Phillips in Montgomery 
County. One of them, high in Democratic 
councils, said today: Jesse Phillips is not 
out of the race yet. He has a fighting chance, 
and you will see a hvely convention here in 
July yet. 

The situation is briefly this: There are six 
counties and three Democratic candidates in 
the Seventeenth District. The latter are 
Archelaus N. Yancey of Macoupin, Jesse J. 
Phillips of Montgomery, and John R. Eden of 
Mouitrie. Each has the sole and undi- 
vided support of his own county. The Dem- 
ocrats of Macou.in and Montgomery are solid 
against Eden and ready to consolidate upon 
either Yancey or Phillips to defeat him. There 
are seventy-eight delegates in the cog- 
vention, of which the two coun- 
ties together have thirty-three. They 
must, therefore, have at least seven more to 
effect their object. These could readily have 
been secured if the preference of every Demo- 
cratic voter in Effingham, Fayette, and Shelby 
could have had a fair expression in the con- 
vention. But Eden's friends, alive to the exi- 
gency of the case, rigidly enforced the unit 
rule in every one of those counties, and the 
delegates are instructed to support the Moul- 
trie County man. The only hope of preventing 
his nomination on the first ballot is that of in- 
ducing seven or more delegates to disregard 
instructions—a desperate chance, especially in 
view of the fact that Eden is an old and adroit 
politician, anda good fighter, The con- 
vention will de held in this city y 15. 

THE MACOUPIN-MORGAN SPLIT. 

There appears to be an irrepressible conflict 
among the Republicans in the Thirty-eighth 
Senatorial District, composed of. the Counties 
of Macoupin and Morgan, in the choice of a 
candidate for Representative in the Legisla- 
ture. The Republicans of Morgan afe justly 

roud of the ability and eminence of the Hon. 

saac L. Morrison, of Jacksonville, who has 
served several terms in the Legislature, and 
during the last was the acknowledged leader 
of the Republican side of the House. Very 
naturally they want to send him back. On the 
other hand there is an equaily natural desire 
among the Republicans of Macoupin to have 
the district represented this time by a citizen 
of their own county. The well-known usage is 
to pass legislative bonors around, and give in 
turn each county of a district a taste; and, on 
this principle, the Macoupinites argue that Mr. 

Castie, of Carligville, the candidate recom- 

mended by their County Convention, should be 

the only Republican candidate this year. As 

Macoupin had ten and Morgan only eight dele- 

gates in the Senatorial Convention which met 

at Virden Tuesday, this view would probably 
bave prevailed had not the Morvan County 
delegates refused to go into the convention. 

This refusal was decided upon after a prelimi- 

nary caucus showed that there was no chance 

to harmonize the views of the delegations. 
THE TALK ON BOTH SIDES. 

The friends of Mr. Morrison urge that two 
candidates, one: from each county, be nomi- 
nated, giving the Republicans the certainty of 
one, and at least a chance of electing both of 
them. They claim that this plan conforms 
more nearly to the original intention of minor- 
ity representation than that of nominating but 
one candidate for every voter of the minority 
party to“ plump on. They further urge that 
neither the Republican party of Illinois nor 
the Thirty-eighth District can afford to dis- 
pense with the services of so prominent a man 
and so able a Representative as Mr. Morrison. 

On the other hand, the friends ot Mr. Castle 
claim that the nomination of both candidates 
will simply result as did the election of 1882, 
when Mr. Morrison and Capt. Balfour Cowen, of 
Macoupin, were both Republican candidates, 
in the election of the former and the defeat of 
the Macoupin candidate, because Mr. Morrison 
can secure almost the entire Republican vote 
of his own ‘county and a large fraction of that 
of Macoupin. They do not care what the orig- 
inal intent of the minority representation may 
have been, and they argue that Mr. Morrison's 
conceded great ability can be utilized to the 
party by nominating him for State Senator, as 
they tuink he might possibly overcome the 
nearly 700 Democratic plurality in the dis- 
trict. 

The result was that the Macoupin delegates 
nominated Mr. Morrison for Senator and Mr. 
Castle tor Representative, while Morgan took 
no part in the convention. It 1s understood 
that Mr. Morrison will refuse the nomination 
for Senator and be brought out as a second Re- 
publican candidate. for Representative. 

ALL FOR BLAINE AND LOGAN. 

There was considerable division of sentiment 
in this district as to who should be nominated 
by the Republican National Convention before 
the convention was held, but all Republicans 
are now for Blaine and Logan. Ihave yet to 
hear of any bolting agaiust that ticket bere, 
while there are authentic reports of several 
Irish Democrats in this town alone who have 
deciared ist favor of it. Among those who 
express themselves especially satisfied with the 
nominations are most of the leading Germans.

A great deal, 1 believe. Bayard and Butler 
were considered to be next to the old ticket of 
Tilden and Hendricks the strongest that could 
be put in the field.

Because they think that Cleveland’s strength 
has been overestimated. Kelly’s determined 
opposition to him has alarmed them, and they 
fear a Tammany bolt if he is nominated. Be- 
sides, Flower was strong enough at the State 
Convention to prevent a direct instruction for 
Clevelana, and this was a disagreeable surprise 
tothem. All this taken in connection with the 
fact that at heart they have all along preferred 
Bayard to Cleveland is sufficient reason for the 
holding of the conference.“ 


GRAY, OF INDIAWA, 
WHY HE 18 DISLIKED. — 

LOGANSPORT, Ind., June 26.—[{Special. The 
feeling of disgust, almost bordering on indig- 
nation, with which the nomination of Col. Gray 
was received yesterday is by no means dying 
out. It is asignificant fact, too, that the men 
who are the loudest in their denunciation of 
the nomination are those upon whose shoulders 
the work and responsibility of the campaign 
have always rested. The causes for this feel- 
ing are numerous. In the first place, the Hon. 
David Turpie, Gray's chief opponent for the 
nomination, is almost idolized by the Demo- 
crats of this city and district, where he 
spent many of the years of his life. 
The fact that a man who jumped into the Dem- 
ocratic party Pecause he failed to get recogni- 
tion from Republicans should be chosen and 
the stalwart son of Indiana be defeated, is too 
much for the voters to bear. The fact that 
four years ago Gray secretly wound up a boom 
in the Indiana Legisiature and secured the 
complimentary vote of his party for United 
States Senator is also used against him by the 
friends of Senator McDonald who will not forget 
this open insult. This complimentary vote was 
generally conceded Senator McDonald, but 
Gray and his henthmen, by promises and mis- 
representation, gobbled it in. It will be remem- 
bered that four years agoGray used all his power- 
ful influence in the State Legislature to secure 
the passage of the Fee and salary bill, a measure 
that would have transferred thousands of dol- 
lars from the pockets of the people to those of 
county officials. Notwithstanding Gray's bard 
work the bill was d:feated. It isa fact that

A BOLT FOR REFORM. 

The New York and Boston bolters defend 
their party treachery by setting up lofty pre- 
tensions to reform,“ and any sympathy or 
codperation they may receive outside of their 
own little coterie they expect to gain upon 
that ground., Their sincerity in this nt ee 
may be best tested byan analysis of the re- 
forms to which they aspire and which they 
propose to work out through the agency of 
the Democratic party. | 

1. The bolters profess to be especially d 
voted to the cause of civil-service reform. 
The most obvious comment is that it is pre- 
posterous to expect any assistance or prog- 
ress in reforming the civil service at the 
hands of a party whose traditional motto is: 
To the victors belong the spoils.” But, in 
addition to this, it is certain that Democratic 
success will interpose a barrier in the way of 
civil-service reform which will retard prog- 
ress during a whole generation. The Demo- 
cratic party, if brought into power, will 
make a clean sweep of the GeVernment 
offices from the highest to the lowest. It 
will turn out 100,000 public servants to make 
room for the same number of party-workers. 
A large proportion of these Government 
employés have become experts in 
certain branches of the public service, and 
they can not be dismissed en masse without 
risking general confusion and great injury 
to the public interests. Very many of them 
have enjoyed a long tenure of office, and 
have thus established the fundamental rule 
of civil-service reform which requires the re- 
tention of Government employés during good 
behavior and efficient service: The Demo- 
cratic party will break down this rule by 
placing an army of raw recruits in the serv- 
ice of the Government, who will enter upon 
duties and responsibilities entirely new to 
them and, with no other qualification or prep- 
aration than the work they have done at the 
primaries or in convention or on el ection-day. 
This wholesale substitution of inexperienced 
and unfit men for trained public servants 
will be the hardest blow which can M 
be dealt at civil-service reform, and yet it is 
precisely what is contemplated by those cijvil- 
service reformers who propose to support the 
Democratic ticket in preference to the Repub- 
lican ticket. Reform in this case is certainly 
a very shallow pretense. 1 

2. Revenue- reform is another professed 
aspiration of the bolters who propose to look 
to the Democratic party for its realization. 
But they are confronted with the undisputed 
fact that the Democrats have failed, after 4 
desperate effort, to take any step in this direc- 
tion in a Congress which they control by more 
than seventy majority. In one State Con- 
vention the Democrats declare for * tariff 
for revenue only,” in another State Conyen- 
tion for protection duties, and in a third adopt 
an ambiguous resolution which ean be con- 
strued either way.

counting the next Presidential vote. This 
exhibits the Democratic idea of a fair count, 
and the bolting reformers must be lost in ad- 
miration of its impartia.‘ty. 

If there ard any other reforms than those 
we have named which the bolters hope to 
work out through the Democratic party some 
public statement should be made in regard to 
them in order that the people may examine 
them and estimate the probability of secur 
ing them at the hands of the Democrats. 


THE DISPUTE ABOUT THE COUNT. 
The dispute about the Présidential count 
of 1884 has Already begun. The action of 
the House of Representatives Tuesday in 
passing the Eaton Electoral Count bill is a 
formal notice to the Senate and the country 


that the Democrats do not propose to allow 


any disputed questions about the counting of 
the Presidential votes next November to be 
settled in any other way than suchas the 
Democrata may by a partisan majority dic- 
tate. 

There can be no other interpretation given 
to the action of the Democratic House in vot- 
ing down the Senate bill prepared by Senator 
Edmunds, and approved by the Democrats 
and the Republicans alike in the Senate, and 
to the enactment in its place of the partisan 
Eaton bill. The Democrats, having a miajor- 
ity in the House, stand on that, and propose 
to insist that, if any question arise about the 
count, it shall be settled by the Democratic 
majority in the House. The rights of the 
States, the collateral independence of the 
Senate, are as nothing to this organized mob 
of office-hunters. The single point they are 
sufe of is their majority in the House; hav- 
ing that, they mean to decide everything by 
the arbitrament of that force. 

If trouble comes out of this narrow, heat- 
ed, and base display of the worst passions 
that political lust can generate it is the Dem- 
ocrats of the House who are clearly responsi- 
ble. The Democfats of the Senate agreed 
with substantial unanimity to the provisions 
of Senator Edmunds’ bill. This was de- 
signed to provide a procedure 80 fair and 
even that no one could find any opening in it 
for a suspicion that the party to which the 
framer belonged sought any party advantage 
out of it. In this Senator Edmunds was suc- 
cessful. The Senate passed his bill with 
practically no opposition. There was enough 
virtue and intelligence in that body to recog- 
nize that it was the duty of Republicans and 
Deniocrats alike to abandon the struggle for 
party advantage at the point where it threat- 
ened the peate of their common country. 

The Edmutids bill left it ‘to each State to 
create a special tribunal to verify the Elector- 
al count and declared that from the decisions 
of these tribunals there should be no appeal. 
In ease there isa dispnte in the State tribunal, 
the two Houses of Congress are to decide 
whether the vote of the State shall be re- 
jected wholly or in part. The Eaton bill, in- 
stead of giving the States the power to pass 
on disputed returns, hands the subject over 
to Congress alone, and in order to take ad- 
vantage of the fact that the Democratic 
House has a majority ample to outvote the 
Republican majority in the Senate provides 
that when Congress votes on any such ques- 
tion the two Houses together shall constitute 
one joint assembly, wherein a majority shall 
decide. That is to say, the States shall have 
nothing to say about the returns, and the 
Senate shall have nothing to say; everything 
is to be determined by the Democtatic ma- 
jority in the House. 

e real meaning of all this is that nothing 
whatever is to be done to settle this perilous 
question of procedure. The ineapacity of 
the Democrats again shows itself in this fail- 
ure. If they were fit for government they 
would see that this emergeney demanded ac- 
tion and would search for à basis of action 
on which patriotic Republicans and patriotic 
Democrats could agree. The disputes about 
the Electoral Count have occurred at inter- 
vals for fifty years. They were not of any 
formidable importance until 1876. As the 
number and ‘importance of the of- 
fees to be gained by an election 
grow it becomes increasingly evident that 
the passions that watch the counts 
become more intense, and at the approach of 
every close election there is perceptible in 
the business as well as the political world a 
feeling of nérvousness about the possibility 
of collision. Mr. Eaton was opposed to the

THE MISSOURI PACIFIC. . 

There have been persons of a suspicious 
turn of mind who have intimated their! belief 
that the recent assignment of 0 
Garrison of New York was caused as much 
by an anxiety to avoid the penalty of an ad- 
verse decision in the Missouri F cases 
that are pending against him as to any press- 
ing demand for money at this If 
these should go against him, the :

As be 
sides those interested in the claims 
the Commodore there are thousands of hold- 
ers of the new stocks and new of the 
Missouri Pacific. who aré also med in 
the most vital way in the probable 
of this litigation, a brief statement | the 
facts so far as they are ascertainable will be 
of widespread interest at this time. 

The securities of the present Missouri 
elne, some $54,000,000 in amount, arp valid 
only if the foreclosure proceedings which are 
in dispute in these suits are sustained by the 
courts, They are stocks and bunds that were 
issued on the property after the forerlosure 
which, it is alleged, Commodore G 
conducted fraudulently. If that foreslosure 
is overthrown on the ground of frand, the 
subsequent issues of stocks and bonds are, 
of course, entirely worthless, and the securi- 
ties which were fraudulently extinguished 
will be revived and retstalished. It is this 
possibility of the utter extinction of all the 
issues of stocks and bonds after the Garrison 
foreclosure that gives the suits which Com- 
modore Garrison is now defending a wide 
public interest. 

When the foretlostife was in progress it 
was resisted by some of the parties involved. 
as, for instance, the County of St. Louis, 
which had a large claim against the railroad, 
on the ground that the mortgage under which 
Commodore Garrison was proceeding had 
been put on the road for the express purpose 
of making the foreclosure. They were able 
to show that the mortgage, when foreclosed, 
was but three months old, that the ¢qoupons 


had been dated back, so as to make it appear 


that there had been a default where none had 
yet really taken place, that the road was actu- 
ally earning dividends on its stock in addition 
to all its fixed charges, and that there had 
been collusion between the managers and the 
bondholders to procure a false default in 
order to wreck the company. With oppo 
nents so well fortified as these were, but one 
thing could be done. Commodore Garrison 
compromised with them. 1 

If Commodore Garrison had kept his agree- 
ment with these opponents we d have 
heard nothing of the old foreclosure. But 
having gained their consent to his g on 
with the reorganization by the promise that 
he would protect them and give them an 
adequate interest in the new company, the 
too crafty Commodore attempted a the 
reorganization was perfected and he had 
possession of the company to evade the ful- 
fillment of his promises. He refused to 
carry out the arrangement he had made with 
St. Louis County or with the other protesting 
stockholdérs, St. Louis County took its 
case to the Supreme Court, and has obtained 
a decision sustaining its lien. The Marie 
Garrison suit, now pending in the courts of 
New York State, is for breach of contract in 
not giving the claimants new stock in placé 
of their old stock as agreed on. This suit 
has been going on for years, ahd when it will 
be decided no one can tell. | 


But by far the most serious litigation affect- 


ing the Missouri Pacific is that which has 
been begun by some of the St. Louis stock- 
holders for a review of the foreclosure pro- 
ceedings. The suit of St. Louis County was 
to have its lien protected, and in that ft has 
been successful. The suit of the Marie- 
Cutting stockholders is for damages, but this 
last aims at nothing less than the entire up- 
setting of the foreclosure and the annihila- 
tion of the whole mass of stocks and bonds 
now resting on the Missouri Pacific. 

The old stock of the Missouri Pacific, 
which has been lying around for years neg~ 
lected in the belief that it was worthless, 
has been quietly bought up by parties who 
after investigation have satisfied themselves 
that it is the only real Missouri Pacific stock 
in existence. These holders of the ald stock 
have so far been encouragingly successful in 
their appeal to the courts. When they filed 
their bill of review it was demurred to, and 
Judge Dillon sustained the demurrer, By a 
transition which will not surprise these who 
have watched the evolutions by which rail- 
road lawyers in this country become Judges 
and Judges become railroad lawyers, Judge 
Dillon left the bench and entered the service 
of Mr. Gould just in time to argue before the 
Supreme Court in favor of the very demurrer 
which he had sustained while on the bench. 
But he was unsuccessful. The Supreme 
Court upheld the bill and dismissed the de- 
murrer, and the proceedings for a review of 


the foreclosure will now go along on their

HARVARD. 
ORATION OF PROF. JEBB—A DINNER. 

Boston, Mass., June 26.—[Special.|—The ex- 
ercises of commencement week at Harvard 
were brought to a close today by the annual 
meeting and dinner of the Phi Beta’ 
Kappa Society. The business meeting 
was held at Boyleston Hall in the 
forenoon. The oration of Dr. Jebb, of 
Glasgow, was delivered in Sanders’ Theatre at 
nalf-past 12, and the dinner began at about 
half-past 2 in Massachusetts Hall. The Rev, 
Edward R. Hale was chosen President of the 
day and Congressman Lyman President of tho 
society. The oration of Dr. Jebb, who is Pro- 
fessor of Greek in the University of Glasgow, 
was more like an essay than an ora- 
tion, and was very different from the 
spirited addresses of 81, 82, and °83 by Wen- 
dell Phillips, Cari Schurz, and Charies Francis 
Adams Jr. There was more of scholarship in 
it and less of personal opinion. It embodied 
some of the results of the speaker’s careful re- 
searches, and showed his appreciation of that 
which be has studied, but there was little in it 
to provoke controversy, as in the s of 
Mr. Phillips and Mr. Adams, unless it were a 
mere y literary controversy between a few 
erudite scholars. The oration was on Some 
Ancient Organs of Public Opinion,“ com- 
paring the Homeric poems, the Greek 
tragedies and comedies and pub 
lic discourses, the acta diurna, and tne 
Pagan oracies with the modern newspaper 
press in their influence upon public opinion on 
political and social topics. Prof. Jebb kept 
his eyes pretty closely fastened on his paper. 
He made no gesture, but kept his place and 
proceeded in an easy conversational tone, as 
far removed from a monotonous reading as 
from a straining after oratorical effects. His 
address took a little more than an hour and a 
half. The not infrequent touches of wit and 
humor and the interesting manner in which 
the orator outlined the relation of the 
Hellenic and the Italian people to 
their Governments and the world beyond 
were received by the audience with 
marks of approval, sometimes breaking into 
applause, and when the orator finished he was 
given such a recognition that he was almost 
compelled to come to the front of the stage 
like an actor and bow his acknowledgments. 

At the dinner the guests were Prof. Jebb and 
the foreign gentlemen who came across the sea 
with him. Mr. Ball, M. P., and Mr. Trotter, Fel- 
low of Trinity College, were among the speak- 
ers. 


KNOX COLLEGE. 
A SUCCESSFUL YEAR. 

GALEssura, III., June 26.—[*pecial.}—Today 
closed the most successful school year that Knox 
College has ever known. The commencement 
exercises were ushered in by the baccalaureate 
address, delivered in the opera-house Sunday 
morning, by the Rev. H. M. Scott, of Chicago. 
The address was a scholariy and able one, 
touching upon the nobility of labor. He was 
followed by President Newton Bateman, who 
gave an impressive farewell address to 
the senior class.

The most serious marine geeident that bas ge- 
curred on Lake Michigan this week was the loss of 
the mall sloop-rigged vessel Uriah IXI 
which went to the bottom Wednesday 
of Winnetks. Nothing was known N the * 
at this port until yesterday, when . e, 
crew arrived and filed a wreck report. Joslyn 
hailed from Chicago. and has been trading between 
Here and Kenosha for several years, carrying cob- 
blestones and gravel. She was owned by Capt. W. 
H. Sargent, her master, and W. H. White, both of 
Chicago. In addition to her Captain the crew 
consisted of Louls Vehon nd George Kempton. 
She left Kenosha Wednesday morning with a cargo 
of stone, and, as the wind was blowing fresh from 
the northeast, she stood well cut into the lake to 
prevent being blown on the beach. The wind 
gained in violence as the day advanced, and she 
was tossed and tumbled about withont any regard 
for her frailty. Lorching forward she would plunge 
hesdforemost into the heavy seas until she wae 
almost buried from sight, the waves breaking com- 
pletely over her and thoroughly drenching the 
crew. The terrible straining she underwent caused 
the oakum to work out of her seams and she com- 


menced to leak, the water gaining rapidly despite 
the exertions of the men, who worked the 
pumps for dear life. She was then about 
sixteen miles north of Chicago and seven miles 


Of the land. Ospt. Sargent gave up all bene of 
reaching the port, and headed his vessel for the 
beach, thinking that he could thus save his crew 
and perhaps the vessel. When within a half-mile 
of shore the vessel commenced to sink and the men 
jumped into the water. Vehon jumped from the 
bow, Kempton from the stern, and Capt. Sargent 
went over the side. Scarcely had they tone eg 
the water when the vessel disappeared with an 
angry roar, nearly drawing the men down with ber. 
Fortunately all three were powerful swimmers, 
and they struck out for the shore, reaching a farm- 
house without further mishap, where they were 
hospitaply cared for during the night. Yesterday 
morning they went down to the beach and found 
the spars, compass, and other dépris from tne 
wreck had been oe n N ni ght, 
conclusively P raving thas ad gone to 
pieces.

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WHAT THE VOLUME TELIS IN THE YEAR 1884. 

The Lakeside Annual Directory of the City 
of Chicago for 1884, compiled by Thomas 
Hutchinson, and just published by the Chicago 
Directory Company, contains several features 
of interest as regards the remarkable growth 
of the city during the last year. Compared 
with the directory for 1883 it gives evidence that 
the wealth and population of Chicago have in- 
creased in the last twelve-month at a faster 
pace than during any year of the previous deo- 
ade. The directory for 1884 contains 1,432 
pages, against 1.343 ½ in that for 1883; and there 
is an increase of 13,500 names, which is esti- 
mated to mean an increase of about 46,000 in 
population. The number of important busi- 
ness firms and enterprises has like 
wise increased at an wnprecedented rate, 
causing the addition of twenty-seven pages to 
the business portion of the - The 
work contains the usual information as to the 
streets, institutions, and officers of the city, 
and nas convenient indexes. 

To a seeker after. curiosities the directory of 
a large cosmopolitan city like Chicago is an in- 
exhaustibie field of research. Most of the 
great names of history are found here with 
their street numbers and occu pations attached. 
For instance, there are two dozen Schillers, 210 
Burneses, 205 Burkes, one Goethe, 15 Goughs, 
a column of Sberidans and two of Shermans, 280 
Moores, five Byrons—all laborers or shoemak- 
ers—a dozen Brownings, twenty Irvings, two 
Tennysons, twenty-six Washingtons—two of 
them Geo irty*five Logans, five Biaines, 
and a Bismarck and a Gladstone, both peddlers, 
The Smith family, of course, outnumbers any 
other, having 1,680 representatives, and of 
these there are 94 plain Johns and 41 who 
were christened Charies. Next after the 
Smiths come the Johnsons with 1,557 repre- 
sentatives, of whom 150 can claim letters for 
John Johnson and 85 for Charies Johnson. The 
putrician wing of the family, who spell their 
name Johnston, number 211.

A BALL IN THE BRAIN. 

OFFICER MULVIBNILL AT THE POINT OF DEATH 
—REMARKABLE SURGICAL OPERATIONS PER- 
FORMED ON HIM. 

Officer Patrick Mulvihill, of the city police 
force, is lying at the point of death at his home on 
North Haisted street. Sunday, Dec. 3, 1882, he 
was shot in the head in attempting to capture a 
negro desperado named Bill Allen. The inol- 
dents connected with the sensational killing of 
the negro at the same time, when the bullets 
from the revolvers of an infuriated mob 
‘planted a lead-mine in his body, may still be 
fresh in the memory of the public. At first it 
was thought that Mulvihill had received but a 
slight scalp wound and would be ail right and 
on duty again inside ten days. Then came un- 
favorable symptoms; then a raliy, followed by 
the announcement that be had almost com- 
pletely recovered. About Jan. 1, 1883, a 
serious relapse occurred, and for 
the space of ten days Mulvithill’s 
life hung in the balance, wavering hourly on 
the borderiand between life and death. It was 
at this period that a most delicate and danger- 
ous surgical operation was performed on him, 
the removal of an abscess from the brain, and 
the success attending this experiment un- 
questionably saved his life at the time. 

To understand the unique character of the 
case it must be remembered that the bal! from 
the negro’s revolver struck the revolver held 
by the officer, he being about to shoot down 
the megro, and glancing struck him on the eye- 
brow, fracturing his skull. The surgeons’ 
statement, as made to TRIBUNE reporters after- 
wards, was in substance that the ball struck 
the orbital arch over the eye and fractured it, 
glancing upward. A small splinter of lead 
was found about an inch above the point 
where the bullet struck; this was cut 
out, and the wound washed and dressed,

DIFFICULTIES IN THE WAY. 

We will as briefly as possible point out some 
of the practical difficulties in the way of stop- 
ping the nefarious practice of adulteration of 
food and drugs. 

First—The great difficulty, if not impossi- 
bility, of procuring convictions in the courts. 
In the New York case of the Health Depart- 
ment versus Purdon and others,“ although the 
adulteration of teas by mineral coloring matter 


| —powdered soapstone, imitation tea, etc.—was 


proven, the injunction against their sale in 
large quantity by auction was denied and the 
case dismissed because there was not satis- 
factory proof that the effect of such 
adulteration is to render the tea seriously 
detrimental to health and unwholesome as an 
article of human drink.” It is that 
small dealers could, nevertheless, be prevent- 
ed, under the New York act, from selling a 
pound or less, but in the face of that decision 
it looks doubtful. 

In the Massachusetts cages of “State Board 
of Health versus Rust and versus Billings ”’ 
the defendan ned the first case because the 
person who delivered the * tincture of opium 
was not proven to have been “an authorized 
salesman” of the house, and the last because 
the purchaser asked for “your citrate of iron 
and quinine,“ not specify that he wanted 
that required by the Uni States Pharma- 
cope@ia, 1880. Convictions have, however, 
been procured in Massachusetts which have 
* aroused great effort to have the law repealed 
or modified” on the ground that it is 
difficult to procure powdered drugs of uniform 
strength’’ ang that it is expedient to allow 
each druggist to use his own discretion in the 
preparation of drugs.“ which would indeed be 
a happy condition of affairs for the druggist. 
In Chicago a case came to our knowledge 
where the proof was duly made that butterine 
was sold for butter, but the conviction failed 
because the intention of violating the law 
could not be substantiated, 

Second—The opposition of interested parties 
and the apathy of the general public. The 
first is very natural, and thus easily ac- 
counted for, but the other is difii- 
cult.of solution, except upon the ground 
that economy is desirable, and, if the 
article of food is not positively injurious, pur- 
chasers at retail do not care to be too particu- 
lar, and it might cost them some trouble to 
complain. Perhaps their views would change 
if they could realize that they are in some in- 
stances paying twice the value of the com- 
pound purchased, or within one-quarter of the 
value of a pure article for one which contains 
little, if any, of the genuine. We know an in- 
stance where a large manufacturing grocery 
house presented specimens of thetrs to 
several hundred families, assuring m of 
their perfect purity, and pointing out that 
other preparations of their own were sophisti- 
cated, yet they never got à distinctive order 
for the genuine article. On the other hand, 
there is a large and influential element of the 
commercial and manufacturing interest which 
not only practices the grossest deception with 
regard to the merchandise offered to the public, 
but opposes in every way all attempts to bring 
about a reform. No condemnation is too se 
vere for such artifices and methods. 

Third—The want of and difficulty of procur- 
ing proper legislation on the subject. Early in 
Aprila resolution for investigation into the 
adulteration ot various articles of food, drink, 
and medieine was lost in the House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States by 117 to 116, 
while eignty-eight other members were present 
but did not vote. As before said our own State 
law Ys practically inoperative; public opinion 
seems to be averse to prosecutions, as the price 
of many, if not all, pure commodities is so 
high that men of moderate means cannot buy 
them, and the suppression of manufactured 
substitutes would be oppressive. Oleomargar’ 
ine, for instance, bas been termed the poor 
man’s butter. Before proceeding to suggest 
any legislation of a remedial nature for the 
suppression or regulation of the manu- 

facture and sale of adulterated goods. 
we would assert the principle that 
a wise discrimination and a very 
wide distinction should be exercised and made 
between the attempt to forcibly prevent the 
sale of manufactured goods containing del 
terions adulterations and those barmlesly 
manipulated for the purpose of reducing the 
cost. Dairy preducts of all kinds should be 
treated as a class of goods by themselves, and 
specific laws made to regulate their manufact- 
ure so that, if the additions be innoxious, the 
retail purchasers may have the choice of goods, 
according to their means or wishes. In many 
kinds of spicesand condiments the same rule 
should apply. But in the case of tea,coffee,sugar, 
liquors, and drugs, and their compounds, the 
greatest care should be taken to find out and 
severely punish all infractions of law which 
are designed to tamper with their purity and 
freedom from poisonous additions, and any de- 
parture from the official formula as pre- 
scribed, in the case of medicines, by the United 
States Pharmacopeia. * 
WHAT I8 SPECIALLY NEEDED. 

What we need, primarily, is a National law 
on the subject, to overcome the difficulty 
found where manufacturers in this city came 
into competition with those in adjoining States 
—for example, we have been shown spices in 
which there was no pretension of any portion 
of the article named im print on the wrapper 
except the flavoring extract, and in answer to 
a remonstrance against jobbing out such 
trash, the answer was that precisely similar 
goods were made at Cleveland or Buffalo, and 
that the salesmen of those cities would be but 
too glad to flood our city and State with their 
products if Chicago could be but stopped from 
putting them up. Our manufacturers could 
not compete, for instance, with those of New 
York or Ohio in their sales to Michigan mer- 
chants if hampered by a law which was not ap- 
plicable to the first two States named. 

A National law properly administered by a 
board formed for the purpose would do more 
than anything else we could suggest to break 
up the objectionable or, we may, say criminal 
practices of which wetreat. The United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland has such a 
general law, the execution of which is put into 
the hands of local authorities, and the expense 
of doing so is paid from funds raised by tax in 
the localities where the ution takes 
place. We have at different ports Inspectors 
of Teas, and frequently their action is peremp- 
tory and serviceable, but their powers and 
functions are certainly not what they ought. to 
be. or such a suit as that cited above (Purdon) 
would not have been neceseary. Bills for laws 
which would meet our requirements wholly or 
partly have been introduced to the National 
Legislature, but meet with no success from 
the apathy or willful neglect of the majority. as 
was evidenced in the action relating to Mr. 
Beac h's resolution, referred to above. 

In the absence of such a law, and in view of 
the possible unconstitutionality of an enact- 
ment of the kind, we have examined the legis- 
lation of several States on the subject and find 
that there is what is necessary for? our case to 
be culled from the various statutes. 

OTHER SUGGESTIONS. 

The Senate committee of New York com- 
pleted their investigations by preparing a 
measure which has become law, to prevent 
deception in sales of dairy products, which is 
radical in its nature and many of the features 
of which are admirably suited to our case. 
The Massachusetts general law on the subject 
of adulterations is, in most respects, the best 
we have seen and it is now being vigorously 
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ppropriation 
necessary to carry out the law effectively 
would be a trie in comparison with prob- 
able results. Local associations could aid in 
such manner as they saw fit. We already 
have a Pharmaceutical Association, with a 
State charter, whose business it should be to 
see that drugs and medicines are up to the 
standard of the United States Pharmacope@ia. 
The State Board of Health should also be re- 
quired to execute the provisions of any Na- 
tional law on the subject which may hereafter 
be enacted. 

We, therefore, recommend that all proper aid 
be given to the efforts made to procure a Na- 
tional law, and that a State law carefully pre- 
pared, in view of our requiremencs, be sub- 
mitted to the Legislature in 1885. —

TWO WOMEN. 


Mrs. Blaine and Mrs. Logan—What Is 
Said of Them in Washington. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 20.— Who is to be 
the mistress ot the White House is a question 
agitating the palpitating heart of society in 
Washington. Whether it will be Mrs. Blaine, 
with her tall, commanding figure, stern New 
England face, reserved, almost exclusive, man- 
ner, or whether the wife of some Democrat, 
say Mrs. Justice Field, whose home is now the 
old .Capitol Prison, overlooking the Capitol; 
Mrs, McDonald, of whom many unkind and 
unjust things have been written; Mrs. Bayard, 
whose long residence in Washington as a Sen- 
ator’s wife fits her for this position; or whether 
we shall have again a bachelor President, as 
was the case in the last Democratic Adminis- 
tration—tbese are questions discussed among 
society people who look on the occupant of 
the White House as controlling, toa great ex- 
tent, social affairs during the Presidential term. 

A society writer discoursing upon this sub- 
ject recently said: It is being discussed in 
society by those who remember the plans for 


great exciusiveness at the White House pegun 
(and suggested, as all believe, by Mrs. Blaine). 
with early weeks of the Garfield Adminis- 
tration, how thoroughly Mrs. Blaine, if her 
husband is elected President, will carry out 
the project, for, as she then expressed it, 
“making people esteem ita privilege to go to 
the White House.” It is a well-known fact that 
many who went to ball on Mra. Garfield Tues- 
day and Friday evenings at the White House, 
before her illness began, were refused admis- 
sion, while others at thesame time were ad- 
mitted. Some were refused even after they 
sent in their cards. 

Mrs. Blaine is of New Engiand stock, tall, 
well formed, with strongiy-marked features, 
set in a frame of gray, almost white, hair, 
stern, earnest character and manner, and a 
long experience in public life such as few 
women have bad. The mother of a half-dozen 
children, she has not allowed her social duties 
to interfere with those of her home, and yet, 
on the other hand, has never neglected her 
duties to society or her husband's position. 
The entertainments at the Blaine mansion 
have always been elegant and attended by only 
the best elements of society. Personally she 
does not enjoy public life or its honors, and 
itis more that the crowning ambition of her 
husband's life might be realized that she wel- 
comed result at Chicago than for her own 
sake or that of ber family. 

The duties of “Mistress” of the White 
House are notof a character to make them 
agreeable toa retiring woman such as Mrs. 
Biaine. Indeed, the duties of soelety in Wash- 
ington are of a most exacting and painful 
nature, The wife of the President and those 
of the Cabinet Officers are exempt from some 
of the duties, in that they are not required to 
return the calls of all whose faces are seen in 
their pariors or whose cards fall like snow- 
flakes at their doors. Indeed, it would be a 
physical impossibility that they should do this, 
for their callers are numbered by thousands. 


To make the Cabinet rounds” Wednesday, or 


cali on the mfstreés of the White House Satur- 
day afternoon is considered the privilege of 
anybody in this free and Republican country, 
and the result is that these ladies see thousands 
of people whom they do not know, and, of 
course, do not care to know. Yet there are 
many duties which the mistress of the White 
House must assume which are very laborious. 

The Saturday afternoon receptions, at 
which she must stand hour atter hour and 
shake wearily the hands of the hundreds and 
thousands who drift by, a few really caring for 
her, the majority curiosity seekers, in a some 
what higher sense than the word is used when 
applied to the crowd which surges through the 
White House when it is thrown open to the 
public New Year's and at various times of 


| this sort. The President usually holds @ little 


reception each day at noon, réceiving those 
who have called during the forenoon and have 
cared to wait. In this, aappily, the mistress of 
the White House is not expected to join. There 
are, however, many other duties quite as diffi- 
cult. The many State dinners at which she 
must sit for hours, the return dinners given 
by Cabinet officers, the ceremonial visits of 
representatives of foreign Governments, all 
add greatly to the duties of the position. Mrs. 
Blaine is by experience and physique well- 
fitted for this duty. She has been for a 
quarter of a century here, during nearly ali 
of which time her husband has been a central 
figure in House. or Senate, or Cabinet. and. as a 
matter of course, ber bome has been a social 
centre. No other woman in Washington, ex- 
cept perhaps Mrs. Logan, bas had broader ex- 
periences in this regard or is better able to fill 
the arduous duties of the place. 

Gen. Logan is the first married man nomi- 
nated by the Republicans for Vice-President in 
twenty years. His wife, Mrs. Logan, is, one of 
the most popular and brilliant women in so- 
ciety. In figure she is much like her associ- 
ate, Mrs. Blaine, and in face they 
are somewhat similar. In gentleness of 
manner and tact as a politician and 
social leader she is su by 
few. She is one of the busiest women in so- 
cial and political life here. She attends per- 


sonally to the Senator's political affairs, su- 


pervising the work relating to his large corre- 
spondence, examining into the subjects re- 
ferred to in the thousands of letters he re- 
ceives, and making herself quite as tamiliar 
with his wffairs as he is himself. Personally, 
she is perhaps the better politician.of the two. 
She has taken 8 fighting hand in all of his cam- 
paigns, and in ability to entertain and make 
friends, political and personal, she is surpassed 
by few women in public life. One other Sena- 
tor's wife is something like her in this respect 
Mrs. Gen. Williams, of Kentucky. In person 
Mrs. Logan is quite as attractive as Mrs. 
Biaine. She is tall, with well-rounded figure, a 
handsome, intelligent face, hair almost as 
white as the driven snow, in marked contrast 
with the raven locks of Black Jack,“ her 
husband. 

Certainly the gentler portion of the Repub- 
lican ticket is able, and can be depended on for 
a brilliant Administration,“ should the party 
be successful, quite as certainly as the sterner 
and more widely known portion, the respective 
candidates for President and Vice-President.

The 
belfry within the tower is seventeen feet 
square, and a memoria! bell was placed therein 
yesterday, a gift from the children of Mr. Ar- 
mour. The beil was specially cast, with great 
care and of the purest metal, at the foundry of 
the Clinton H. Meneely Bell Company, of Troy. 
and, with its mountings, weighs three tons. It 
is in the key of D flat, and, like all very large 
bells, its tone is deep and rich. smooth and 
musical. It is a cathedral-toned bell. It bears 
on one side a memorial inscription and on the 
other the following from the Psalms:

An Open Letter to G. William Curtis from a For- 
mer Supporter—A Scene at Augusta. 


AN INDEPENDENT SPEAKS OUT. 
LEADERS OF BROOKLYN YOUNG REPUBLICANS 
SUPPORTING BLAINE. 

New Yorx, June 24.—[Special to the Phila- 
delphia Press.|—The 1,200 business-men who 
never held or sought office, but who worked all 
day at the polls in Brooklyn during the critical 
elections of the last four years, reducing the 
Democratic majority against Garfield to 8,000 
in 1880, giving Mayor Low 4,500 majority in 
1881 over Howell, the most popular Democrat 
in Kings County, giving Cleveland nearly 45,000 
majority in the great gubernatoriai contest in 
1882, and re@lecting Mayor Low last fall, were 
earnest members of the Brooklyn Young Re- 
publican Club. which is now investigating 
Mr. Blaine's record, and is ciaimed by the De- 
mocracy as a potent factor in the defeat which 
the Democrats are pleased to predict for the 
Republican ticket in New York next fall. 

The most prominent member of the organi- 
zation is Mr. 8. L. Woodhouse, who has been 
identified with the club for nearly the whole 


period of its existence. Today he said with 
great emphasis: 

As an individual, and as a member of this clab, I 
shall heartily support the Republican Presidential 
ticket. [am not unacquainted with record t 
Mr. Blaine, nor do I forget that since 1876 he has 
been subjected to a protracted torrent of abuse 
without a parallel in its duration and ferocity in 
our generation. Lincoln, Grant, Garfield were 80 
basely assailed (the latter most villainously) that 
their recognition was next to an impossibility, buat 
not one of them passed through the ordeal of an 
eight years’ ceaseless vilification prior to his 
nomination. When, in 1876, charges of corruption 
were made against Mr. ne, I read the evidence 
with great care, and my judgment then was that, 
while he had been upfortunaie in some of his ex- 
pressions, he was entirely honest and trustworthy. 
The recent attacks made by the New York Evening 
Post and other ne«spapers have added nothing, that 
I have seen, to the charges of years ago. 

Mr. Blaine was not my candidate. On the con- 
fhought it would be unwise to nominate 
him. But he is nominated, and by an uprising of the 
people (as expressed by their representatives) un- 
exampied in our history. No charge of irreguiar- 
ity was made in the convention, and no protest 
was made against making the choice unanimous. 
His nomination was peculiarly the people’s nomi- 
nation, and if he is elected to the Presidency he 
will be in a peculiar sense the people's President. 
He is a thorough American as from the people, and 
knows and feels their wants. 

In my judgment he is the broadest and most 
active-minded man in public life; he is in favor of 
practical civil-service reform, of p 
home industries, of honest money, and stands 
committed by his acts as recorded in the public 
records to the indorsement of each of there vital 
questions and every great principle of the Hepub- 
lican party, save the Chinese bill. * 

Mr. Blaine has always been found side by side 
with the lamented Garfield and others. As I under- 
stood bis North American policy, its object 
was: To invite seventeen independent na- 
tions in agreement to settle their disputes by a 
peaceful method, thereby to extend the commerce. 
of our own country. Whattrue American can ob- 
ject to this? As between the Republican party, 
with James G. Blaine for President, and the Dem- 
ocratic party, with its nominee, whoever he may 
be, I find no difficulty as a Republican in choosing 
the former. I can’t answer for the Brooklyn 
Young Republican Club, but this I will say, that 
untila thorough canvass of its 3,600 members is 
made or the club by its own act, at a regular meet- 
ing properly called. speaks for itself, no authority 
exists to speak for it.

L. sold to R certain property and notes for 
$6,000, with interest were given by R at L's request. 
The sale was made without interest, and L ugreed 
to pay the interest himself. He then had the notes, 
which ran five years, discounted by H at a heavy 
rate of interest. H knew of the agreement that L 
was to pay the interest, and L did pay him the in- 
terest for a considerable time. He failed, and H 
sued R for the interest and recovered it. The case, 
Rohr vs. Herzberg, was taken to the Court of Ap- 
peals of Maryland, when R was again defeated. 
Judge Stone, in the opinion, said: If a recov- 
ery can be had against the maker of 
a note which is wholly an accommodation 
note, certainly no reason can exist avainst the re- 
covery on one only partially eo. But itis argued 
that H knew that the interest was added to the note 
for the accommodation of L., and was not a part of 
the first agreement, and that consequently he could 
not recover the interest. It does not make the 
slightest difference whether H knew that the item 
of interest was made for the accommodation of L 
or not. He reljed on, and had the right to rely on, 
the name of the maker, and there is nothing in 
such knowledge to prevent his recovery against 
such maker. 

EXPLOSION OF DYNAMITE--INJURY TO YOUNG 
CHILD. 


A young boy found some dynamite in a shed near 
his home, and where he was accustomed to play, 
and he exploded it 12 striking it with a stone, in- 
juring bis hand. An action was brought to recover 
damages on the ground of the negligence of the 
defendant, whose foreman left the explosive ex- 
posed, and the defense was set up that the father 
should have prevented the boy from trespassing on 
„the defendant's premises. The trial court decided 
im favor ot the defendant, and tne plaintiff took 
the case, Powers vs. Harlow, to the Supreme Court 
of Michigan, where the judgment wus reversed. 


The Chief Justice, Cooley, in the opinion, 
said: The moving about of children 
upon the land where they were at 


liberty to go, while they were not actually em- 
ployed, was as much an incident to their being 
there as is the loitering or playing by children out- 
side of the traveled part of the highway as they 
go upon it to school or upon errands. And chil- 
Aren, wherever they go, must be expected to act 
upon childish instincts and impulses; and others 
who are chargeable with a duty of care and cau- 
tion towards them must calculate upon this and 
take precautions accordingly. If they leave ex- 
posed to the observation of children anything 
which would be tempting to them, and which they 
in their immature judgment might naturally sup- 
pose they were at liberty to handle or play with, 
they should expect that liberty to be taken. 

ATTACHMENT AGAINST A GENERAL ASSIGNEE 

FOR ASSIGNOR'’S DEBT. 

Attachment proceedings were taken against an 
assignee for the benetit of creditors for the debt of 
the assignor, and they were dismissed. An appeal 
was taken in this case, Lord vs. Meacham, to the

No Material Change in the Minneapo- 
lis Market—News from the Drives. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 26.—-[Special.]— 

The | umber market shows no material change 

from a week ago. Several dealers say they are 

cutting a shade on prices to compete with out- 
side trade, but this is not general. Itis be- 
lieved that present prices will be upheld 
through the summer. The leading firms are 
expecting a out in the Chicago market soon, 
but do not think it will affect the Northwest. 

Nothing new has developed in regard to freight 

rates. The lumbermen here have taken no ac- 

tion, and it is not probable that anything = 
be done, as there seems to 

a general feeling that they will 

be restored or changed so they will not bar out 

Minneapolis dealers from competing in the 

Missouri River trade. It is thought that the 

railroads are waiting to see whether the Chip- 

pewa lumbermen fully intend to carry out their 
plan of rafting lumber. The drives are now in 
want of water. The heavy rains have been 
purely local and have not extended to the 
driving region. The Mississippi is exceed- 
ingly low, and above St. Cloud has 
caused considerable trouble. One cause 
of the low water has been that the 

Government agents have dammed up the Win- 

nebagoshish and Leech Lakes, thus cutting off 

the two largest northern tributaries of the 

Mississippi. These dams were opened this 

week, but it will be two or three weeks before 

the water gets down. In Pine River, Nelson, 

Tenny & Co.'s drive, consistmg of 1,500,000 

feet, is out, but there are about as many more 

tied up there that are to come from the west 
branch of Rum River, where they bave been 
hung up.

THE DHEATH-SENTENCE. 


Two Wife-Murderers to Be Hanged in 
New Orleans July 25. 

New Ontnaxs, La, June 26.—(Special.)— 

Gov. McEnery yesterday approved the sentence 

in the case of two wife-murderers in this city, 


and directed that they be hanged the 25th of 


July. Kendrick Holland was a black desperado, 
garroter, and burglar, who worked in a negro 
gambling saloon in the elums of Franklin 
street. Hannah Glover, his wife, was playing 
cards with a party of negroes in the saloon, 
when, not winning as rapidly as he thought she 
should, after an unheeded reprimand, Hol- 
land drew his pistol and shot her in 
the head, killing her almost instantly. 
His excuse was that she, being his wife, was 
his property and he had a right to do with her 
what he pleased, even to killing her if she dis- 
obeyed him. Victor Eloi, the other condemned 
man, is a white man, who stabbed and mur- 
dered Ais wife. Delia McCarty, mardi-gras 
morning three years ago. He was lazy and in- 
capable, and she worked as a servant and yov- 
erness, giving him her earnings. The alleged 
causé of the crime was jealousy, but the main 
detense on the trial was insanity. After his 
conviction an appeal was taken to the Supreme 
Court, which confirmed the judgment of 
the court below. Every effort of 
the lawyers to save his life has proven unavail- 
ing. and the Governor has withstood all appeals 
for clemency. If hanged, as he no doubt will 
be, it will be the first case of a white man 
hanged for murder in this State since Gov. 
Warmoth hanged three Sicilians in 1871. 


“BRAZIL” FLETCHER ON MR. BLAINE. 
Indianapolis Journal: A private letter from 


the Rev. J. C. Fletcher, under date of Naples, 
June 7, says: 

„ had just finished my letter of this date 
when I bought one of our Neapolitan dailies, 
and found the following two lines and a half in 
Italian amidst a column of telegrams from

Vienna. Suakin, Cairo, London, and Paris: 

Chicago, 6.—La convenzione nomino Blaine | 
quale candidato Republicano alia Presidenza 
degli Stati Uniti.“ It is the smallest in space 
of all the news that has been flashed over the 
wires and published today in this largest city 
of Italy, but none of them are so large in in- 
terest to most Americans abroad. How my 
memory ran back twenty-six years to the first 
time that { saw Mr. Blaine. 

The summer of 1857 I either spent upon an 
island in Portland harbor or in visiting various 
parts of Maine in the, interests of the Amer 
ican Seaman's Friend Society. My leisure time 
was employed in writing for the New York 
Journal of Commerce (whose correspondent I 
had deen in South America) and for the Bos- 
ton Journal, at that time the widest-circulated 
daily of New England. In this way I became 


acquainted with many ‘down-Easters,’ who 
frequently spoke to me of the bright young 
editor of the Portiand Advertiser, named Blaine. 


I did not make the acquaintance of Mr. Biaine 
that year. In September, 7 T had a letter 
from the Hon. Mr. Wood, of Portiand, who was 
the proprietor of the Advertiser, asking me to 
accompany an editorial excursion which was 
going to Aroostook region, as he wished 
me to write an account of it for the Portland 
Advertiser. I did not know Mr. Wood person- 
ally until after I had accepted his invitation 
and offer, and I never more thoroughly en- 
joyed an excursion. Mr. Blaine had then re- 
signed bis position on the Advertiser, and bad 
moved to Augusta, Me., but Mr. Wood in- 
formed me that he had sought me at the recom- 
mendation of Mr. Blaine. 

“A month afterthe Aroostook expedition 
was over | was traveling in the cars between 
Boston and Portland and was introduced by 
Conductor Ackerman to Mr. Biaine. He had 
not then a gray hair, looked remarkably young, 
and I presume that I formed a wrong opinion 
of his age—i. e.: I thought him younger than 
he was. But left him utter three or four 
hours’ conversation with the idea that for in- 
formation and breadth of available knowledge 
he was about the oldest head on young shoul 
ders that Lever saw. He said much that was 
interesting in a political point of view, but that 
which struck me most was what he said in re- 
gard to the bearing of physical geography on 
the prosperity of certain States and cities of 
our country. I knew intimately the late 
Prof. Agassiz and Prof. Guyot (tne lat- 
ter, after Carl Ritter, was the great- 
est physical geographer of the latter 
half of this century), and I can assure 
you that Mr. Biaine’s conversation and original 
observation on physical facts bearing on our 
country was as interesting and wide in scope as 
anything lever beard from the two physicists 
mentioned above. 

**I sometimes have beard of men that never 
forgot their fellows. That is one of Mr. Blaine’s 
fortes. In 1869 | was in Washington. I nad 
not seen Mr. Blaine for eight years. He had 
changed and I had changed, and I thought, 
‘I will test his memory, for a slight per- 
sonal acquaintance at best must have been 
effaced during the stirring events of the 
Rebellion and the arduous duties now de- 
volving upon him as Speaker of the House ot 
Representatives.’ I 2 roached him and said, 
‘Good morning, Mr. Blaine. You certainly do 
not know me.“ Tes I do.“ was his quick reply; 

you are the Brazil Fletcher.’ Amongst other 
emjnent qualities a good memory and magnetic 
attraction distinguish Mr. Blaine.“
